In addition to grants of federal and 
provincial money in aid of local im- 
provements carried on during the win- 
ter, Alberta municipalities may draw 
up to $125,000 upon the fund which is 
administered by the Railway Commis- 
sion for the safeguarding of railway 
crossings. i Atak 

In order to do so the municipalities 
would have to contribute $282,000, and 
the railways $208,000. The maximum 
amount thus available for digging sub- 
ways, erecting overhead bridges, and 
otherwise making level crossings safe, 
is $611,600 approximately. 

That sum would not construct many 
subways, perhaps a half dozen at the 
outside. Alberta municipalities which 
contemplate putting in subways this 
winter, as one means of providing use- 
ful employment for idle men, would do 
well to make their applications early. 


THIS “PEACE” 


The Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions failed to agree upon amendments 
to the constitution which would bring 
the obligations of its members into 
alignment with the pledge they took in 
signing the Briand-Kellogg pact. This 
pact, it will be recalled, bound the signa- 
tory powers to not make war an instru- 
ment of national policy. 

Here is the companion picture; com- 
piled from dispatches appearing on the 
front pages of recent issues of the daily 
newspapers. China is an arena of 
civil war and banditry. Reports from 
Jerusalem are that the Turks have 
wiped out several hundred Kurdish vil- 
lages, with indiscriminate slaughter of 
men, women and children. Three mil- 
lion Mennonites in Russia protest that 
they are being subjected to a policy of 
studied suppression which means ulti- 
mate extinction. The Ukrainians in 
Galicia are in revolt against the Polish 
government. French ‘and Italian dele- 
gates told the Assembly they had fail- 
ed to agree as to which country is to 
build the most warships, thereby leav- 
ing each country free to build as many 
as it may please. 

Anyone who stil] finds his confidence 
unimpaired that the organization of the 
League of Nations ushered in a warless 
era is something more than an optim- 
ist. He has also the convenient faculty 
of being able to ignore unwelcome facts. 


THE R-101 


The R-101 has met the fate of the 
R-34 and the R-38. Like the former, 
the latest and largest of the dirigibles 
appears to have been driven down by a 
storm and wrecked when it struck a 
hill-side. And, as in the case of the 
burning of the R-38, few of those on 
board escaped. 

British airship building enterprise 
has encountered consistently hard luck, 
and its record is mile-stoned with dis- 
asters. The latest tragedy will neither 
end nor halt the effort to devise air lin- 
ers capable of fighting adverse weather 
conditions and operating with some- 
thing of the regularity of water-borne 
vessels. 

While the world mourns brave men 
one and sympathizes with their rela- 
ives and their countrymen, experts wil! 

study the wrecking of the greatest air- 
ship ever built to find out how to build 
ships which can live under like condi- 
tions. And when they are built men 
will be found to operate them. 

The people of Great Britain have 
never been wanting in courage or perse- 
verance, and those are the qualities 
which will produce the dependable diri- 
gible, however long that may take and 
however much it may cost—in human 
life and money. Largely because of the 
mistakes that have been made and the 
price that has been paid for them, there 
is cause for confident belief that when 
the dependable air liner finally makes 
its appearance it will be flying the Bri- 
tish flag. 


ALBERTA’S FIRE RECORD 


Twenty-six people came to their 
deaths last year in Alberta as the result 
of fires. In the previous year there 
were twenty-five victims. The increase 
is not great, but in either year the 
number was large enough to emphasize

the point that saving money is not the 
only objective in fire prevention. 
Property damage was a half million 
dollars more than in 1928, a gain up- 
wards of fifteen per cent. Recalling 
the number of towns which were fire- 
swept during the unusually dry season, 
the surprise is that the destruction did 
not show a more remarkable total. The 
explanation undoubtedly is that there 
were 320 fewer fires than in the former 
year. 
“The provincial fire commissioner 
states that 75 per cent of the outbreaks 
were due to carelessness, and 16.3 per 
cent to incendiarism. That is to say, 
less than nine fires in each hundred 


were due to really accidental circum- 


stances. The other ninety-one were 
either deliberately set or were caused 
by negligence. 
Last year the commissioner had 
some very pointed things to say to the 
ple of Alberta as to their responsi- 
ility for burning up human beings and 
property in 1928, Evidently his remarks 
did not get the attention they deserved. 
The terrible fact is that the record of 
1929 is as bad as that of the preceding 
vear in regard to carelessness; while 
the convictions of incendiarism were 
twice the number of complaints laid in 
1928.

Henry III of France made his- 
tory, but most of it was disagree- 
able. His reign was distinguished 
for profligacy. 

His fondness for dogs attained the 
aspects of a madness. His fancy 
ran to those of the smallest breeds. 
He seldom had more than a hun- 
dred lap-dogs in his apartments.

CHANGE MADE 
INREGULATION 
ON DUMPING 


Goods Entered at Customs | 


Before Nov. 30 Get in 
at Old Rate

OTTAWA, Oct, 7—An 
change in the regulations governing 
the entry into Canada, under old tariff 
rates, of goods purchased outside the 
Dominion prior to September 16, is 
announced by the department of na- 
tional revenue. Amendments to the 
customs tariff approved at the last 
session, provided for the admission 
into Canada at the old rates of goods 
bona fide contracted for and purchas- 
ed prior to a 16, and entered at 
customs before November 30 next. The 
entry of these goods was to be govern- 
ed by regulations promulgated by the 
minister of national revenue. 

‘The result of the representations 
made is that an amended memoran- 
dum had been issued by the depart- 
ment stating merely that goods must 
be entered at customs prior to Noy. 
0, 1930. This means that when any 
goods have been bona fide contracted 
for and purchased in the country of 
export prior to September 16 and en- 
tered at customs prior to Noy. 30, they 
will come in at the old rates of duty 
regardicss of whether definite dates of 
fielivery have been given on the copy 
of the order.

Mr. MecGavin has grown orchids 
for about six years in Denver, 
Colorado.

Lieutenant of Artillery, stationed at Fort Sumter, was 
convicted of a treasonable act in 1859. The sentence 
of the court-martial was, in 1861, modified by President 
Lincoln, who directed that the punishment should con- 
sist of Bragg’s complete ignorance of his country’s 
fate. Accordingly Bragg was placed aboard the U.S. 
ship ““Meduse’’, outside of the territorial waters of the 
United States, and although he was transferred twice 
(to the “Carline” and ‘“‘Neptune”) President Lincoln's 
sentence was followed to the letter. At the time of 
his death in 1894 Bragg never knew the outcome of the 
Civil War.

Find Woman's Shoe 

That probably one but possibly two 
stowaways, one of them a woman, 
arg on the R-101 became a prospec- 
tive development of the inquiry being 
directed for Great Britain by Air Com- 
mander A. V. Holt, after the finding 
of a woman's dainty shoe with a 
buckle among the debris 

This discovery seemed to throw 
light upon a discrepancy between the 
number of dead and survivors and the 
airship’s official passenger list. Cer- 
tainly it complicated the puzzle over 
which the French and British investi- 
gators labored today 

A further complication was the find- 
ing by peasants of metal pieces five 
miles from where the airship drove 
her nose into hillside and exploded 
These bits were picked up along the 
route which the R-101 had taken to 
her point of grounding.
